THE ARMED FORCES HEADQUARTERS STENOGRAPHERS’ SERVICE RULES, 
1970. 

S.R.O. 10. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution and of all other powers enabling him In this behalf, the Presi- 
dent hereby makes the following rules, namely: — 

1. Shor title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of August 
1969. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires. — 

(a) “appointing authority” in relation to any Grade means the authority 

empowered under the Central Civil Services (Classification, Control and Appeal) 
Rules, 1965, to make appointments to that Grade; 5 

(b) “appointed day” means the 1st day of August, 1969; 

“(c) approved service” in relation to any Grade means the period of neriods 
of service in that Grade rendered after selection, according to prescribed procedure 
for long-term appointment to the Grade, and includes any period or periods .dur- 
ing which an officer would have held n duty post in that Grade but for his being 
on leave or otherwise not being available for holding such post; 

(d) ‘‘authorised permanent strength” in relation to any Grade means the 
strength of permanent posts In that Grade against which substantive appointments 
may be made; 

(e) "Commission” means the Union Public Service Commission; 

(f) “direct recruit" means a person recruited to Grade II on the basis of a 
competitive examination held by the Commission; 

(g) “duty post” In relation to any Grade means a permanent or temporary 
post of that Grade; 

(h) “Government” means the Central Government; 

(i) ‘‘Grade” means any of the Grades specified in rule 3; 
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(j) "long-term appointment” means appointment for an indefinite period as 
dlstmgulshed from a purely temporary, or ad hoc appointment, like appointment 
against leave or other local vacancy of a specified duration, or combination of 
such vacancies: 

(k) “permanent officer” in relation to any Grade means a person who has been 
substantively appointed to a substantive vacancy in that Grade; 

(l) "Schedule” means a Schedule to these rules; 

(m) ’ Select List" in relation to the Selection Grade or Grade I means the 
Select List prepared in accordance with the regulations made under rule 21; 

(n) "Service" means the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service 
comprising posts in Selection Grade, Grade I and Grade II in any of the Head- 
quarters and Inter Service Organisations of the Ministry of Defence, as specified 
in the First Schedule: 

(o) "temporary officer” in relation to any Grade means a person holding a 
temporary or officiating apnolntment In that Grade on the basis of his being 
regularly approved for such appointment. 

3. Composition of the Service.— (1) There shall be three Grades in the Service 
classified as follows; — 


Grade Classification 

(i) Selection Grade *) c • 

(ii) Grade I V Central Civil Service 

(tii) Grade II J II— Ministerial. 

(2) The posts specified In the Second Schedule shall constitute the Selection 
Grade of the Service and those specified in the Third Schedule shall constitute 
Grade I of the Service, All posts of Personal Assistants shall, unless provision to 
the contrary is made for any specified posts, form Grade II of the Service. 

(3) The posts in the Selection Grade and Grade I shall be gazetted and selec- 
tion posts and those In Grade II shall be non-gazetted and non-selection posts, 

4. Authorised permanent strength and temporary strength of the SerWee. — 

(l)(a) The authorised permanent strength of the three Grades of the Service 
on the appointed day shall be as specified in the Fourth Schedule: 

Provided that if the authorised permanent strength of any Grade or Grades 
is revised by the Government at any time from a day earlier than the appointed 
day, such revised permanent strength shall form the authorised permanent .strength 
of that Grade or Grades on the appointed day. 

(b) The authorised temporary strength of the three Grades of the Service on 
the appointed day shall be such as may be determined by the Government. 

(2) After the appointed day, the authorised permanent strength and the tempo- 
rary strength of the three Grades of the Services shall be such as may, from time 
to time, be determined by the Government. 

5. Inclusion of a post in the Service.— Any post in the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters and Inter-Service Organisations may be encadered If the functions 
attached to such posts are such as require, in the opinion of the Government, the 
holder of the post to possess substantially the same qualifications, training and 
experience as those necessary for the holders of duty posts In the Service. 

0. Exclusion of a duty post from the Service, — Any duty post In a Grade mgy be 
declared by the Government to be excluded from the Service, if such a post Is 
required, for the time being, to be filled by the appointment of a person possessing 
special or technical qualifications or experience and the po.st shall remain excluded 
from the Service so long as such declaration remains In force. 

7, Duty post to be held by Grade OlBcer. — Every duty post shall, unless declared 
to be excluded from the Service under rule 6 or held in abeyance for any reason, 
be held by an officer of the appropriate Grade. 

8 Substantive appointments In the Service. — All substantive appointments in the 
Service shall be made to the appropriate Grade of the Service and not against 
any specified duty post In that Grade. 
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9 , Initial Constitution. — (1) Appointments against aU permanent and temporary 
duty posts In the Service at Its initial constitution shall be made from amongst 
departmental candidates. The following shall be considered as departmental candi- 
dates for this purpose, namely:— 

(a) persons who, immediately before the appointed day, have been regularly 

appointed to the posts of Grade I and Grade II of the erstwhile Armed 
Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service; 

(b) persons who, on the appointed day, hold any of the po.sts In Grade I 

and Grade II mentioned In clause (a) in a permanent or temporary 
capacity, wherever they may be employed on that date; 

(c) persons who have been regularly appointed to posts In Grade I and 

Grade II of the erstwhile Armed Forces Headquarters Stenograhers’ 
Service on or after the appointed day, but before the publication of 
these rules in the Official Gazette; 

(d) Stenographers Grade II (Class III) who have been recruited to the 

Armed Forces Headquarters and Inter-Service Organisations speciflcid 
in the First Schedule before the 1st March, 1968 on the basis of the 
examinations held by the Commission but had not been appointed! 
to Grade II of the erstwhile Armed Forces Headquarters Steno- 
graphers’ Sei'vice immediately before the appointed day. 

(2) For the purpose of constitution of each Grade of the Service, the following 
principles shall be observed, namely: — 

(a) permanent po.sts in the Selection Grade of the Service shall be filled by 

departmental candidates bolding substantive appointments in Grade I 
immediately before the appointed day, who may be screened for such 
appointments by the appropriate Departmental Promotion Committee 
on the basis of seniority, subject to the rejection of the unfit; 

(b) temporary posts in the Selection Grade shall be filled by departmental 

candidates holding appointments in Grade I immediately before the 
appointed day, who may be screened for such appointments by the 
appropriate Departmental Promotion Committee on the basis of 
seniority, subject to the rejection of the unfit: 

Provided that Stenographers Grade I referred to In clause (c) of sub-rule (I) 
shall be eligible for appointment to Selection Grade of the Service 
in an officiating capacity, subject to their being assessed fit for such 
appointment by the appropriate Departmental Promotion Committee 
from a date not earlier than the date on which they were promoted 
as erstwhile Stenographers Grade I on or after the appointed day; 

(c) departmental candidates referred to in clauses (a), (b) and (c) of sub- 

rule (1) who were holding appointments in Grade I, but are not 
assecd suitable for appointment to the Selection Grade by the 
Departmental Promotion Committee shaU be absorbed in the next 
lower grade, Such officers shall be eligible to be considered at the 
maintenance stage for appointment in an officiating capacity to tem- 
porary posts in the Selection Grade, tout they shall reckon their 
seniority on appointment to that Grade according to the order of their 
selection for such appointments; 

(d) all posts in Grade I of the Service shall he filled by — ■ 

(I) departmental candidates who are declared as suitable for appointment 

to Selection Grade but are not appointed thereto on account of 
sufficient number of vacancies not being available In that Grade: 
Provided that departmental candidates referred to in clause (c) of sub- 
rulo (1), shall be appointed to Grade I from the date on which 
they were promoted to the erstwhile Grade I on or after the 
appointed day; 

(II) departmental candidates referred to in clause (c) of sub-rule (2); 

(iii) Grade 11 officers of the Service out of a Select List of such officers 

prepared by the Government in accordance with the regulations 
contained in the Sixth Schedule; 

(e) (1) permanent and temporary posts In Grade II of the Service shall 

be filled by the departmental candidates holding appointments in 
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Grade II and referred to Inclauses (a), (b) and (d) of sub-rule (1) 
in tlie order of their seniority: 

Provided that Stenographers Grade II, referred to In clause (d) of sub- 
rule (I) shall be appointed to the Grade from the date on which 
they were appointed to that Grade on or after the appointed day; 

(il) Stenographers Grade II (Class III) referred to in clause (d) of sub- 
rule (1), shall be appointed to Grade II of the Service in an officiating 
capacity, subject to their being assessed fit for such appointment 
by an appropriate Departmental Promotion Committee; and on such 
appointment they will rank below all other persons appointed to 
Grade II at the initial constitution of the Service. In the event of their 
being assessed not suitable for appointment to Grade II of the Service, 
they shall be eligible to be considered at the maintenance stage for 
appointment In an officiating capacity to temporary posts in Grade II 
until they are so appointed. 

(3) (a) Departmental candidate who are declared as suitable for appointment 
to the Selection Grade or Grade I by an appropriate Departmental Promotion 
Committee but are not appointed thereto on account of sufficient number of 
vacancies not being available in the Grade, shall be absorbed in the next lower 
Grade; 

(b) such officers shall continue to be included in the Select List and retain the 
seniority assigned to them in that List; 

(c) officers who are subsequently assessed as suitable for long-term appoint- 
ment to a Grade by an appropriate Departmental Promotion Committee shall not 
be appointed to the Grade until officers who were assessed suitable earlier for 
appointment to the Grade but were absorbed in the lower Grade for want of 
vacancies have been appointed to that Grade: 

Provided that on an annual review of the Select List for that Grade, such 
officers, are not found to have fallen below the required standard on 
account of deterioration In their record or conduct or both. 

(4) Initial appointments to the Selection Grade and Grade I of the Service 
shall be made in the order in which their names are arranged in the recommenda- 
tions of the appropriate Departmental Promotion Committee, as finally approved 
by the Government. 

(5) Officers who had been pjaced on probation in a Grade on their appointment 
under the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service Rules, 1968, but 
have not completed the period of probation till their appointment under these 
rules, shall continue to be on probation until they complete the remaining period 
of probation in the grade of the Service to which the,y may be appointed. 

10. Posting of officers. — Every officer shall, unless he is on leave or otherwise 
not available for holding a duty post, be posted against a duty post of the appro- 
priate Grade of the Service. 

11. Future maintenance.— The Service shall be maintained in future as indicated 
in rules 12 and 13. 

12. Recruitment to Selection Grade and Grade I of the Service. — ( 1 ) Substan- 
tive vacancies in the Selection Grade and Grade I of the Service shall be filled by 
substantive appointments of the persons Included In the Select List for the respec- 
tive Grade, such appointments being made in the order of seniority In the Select 
IJst except when for reasons to be recorded in writing by the appropriate 
Departmental Promotion Committee, a person Is not considered fit for such 
appointment in his turn, 

(2) Temporary vacancies In the Selection Grade of the Service shall be filled by 
promotion of permanent officers of Grade I who have rendered not less than six 
pars approved service in that Grade including service in Grade I immediately 
before the appointed day, and are Included In the Select List for the Grade prepared 

accordance with the regulations contained in 

the Filth Schedule. 

Any vacancies remaining unfilled thereafter shaU be filled by temporary 
promotion of peimanent officers of Grade I immediately* before the appointed 
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day. Such promotions shall be terminated when persons included In the Select 
List tor the Selection Grade become available to All the vacancies: 

Provided that it any person who is appointed to Grade I of the Service is 
considered tor promotion to Selection Grade in accordance w^th the 
provisions ot this sub-rule, all persons senior to him in Grade T shall 
also be so considered notwithstanding that they may not have render- 
ed six years’ approved service In that Grade. 

(3 ) Temporary vacancies in Grade I of the Service shall be filled by promotion 
of permanent officers of Grade II who have rendered not less than eight years’ 
approved service in that Grade including service in Grade II Immediately before 
the appointed day, and arc included in the Select List for the Grade prepared and 
revised from time to time in accordance with the regulations contained in the 
Sixth Schedule. Any vacancies remaining unfilled thereafter shall be filled by 
temporary promotion of permanent officers of Grade II of the Service who have 
rendered not less than eight years’ approved service In that Grade including 
service in Grade II immediately before the appointed day. Such promotions shall 
be terminated w^hen per.sons included in the Select List for Grade I become avail- 
able to fill the vacancies; 

Provided that if any person who Is appointed before the appointed day to 
Grade II of the Service Is considered for promotion to Grade I in 
accordance with the provisions of this sub-rule, all peison,s senior to 
him In Grade II shall also be considered notwithstanding that they 
may not have rendered eight years’ approved service In that Grade. 

(4) The length of approved service for promotion to Selection Grade and Grade 

I prescribed in sub-rules (2) and (31 may be revised by the Central Government 
once every three years and revised, If found necessary. 

13. R«cruitment to Grade n of the Service. — (1) Substantive vacancies in Grade 

II of the Service shall be filled by substantive appointment of temporary oflBcerff 
of the Grade In the order of their seniority, subject to the rejection of the unfit, 
provided that they have completed the period of probation satisfactorily. 

(2) Temporary vacancies in Grade II of the Service shall be filled on the 
results of the competitive examinations held by the Commission, subject to reser- 
vation for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and released Emergency Com- 
missioned Ofllcers and Short Service Regular Commissioned Officers in accordance 
with the rules and orders issued by the Government from time to time. 

(.3) The rules for the competitive examinations referred to in sub-rule (2) shall 
be as determined by regulations made by Government. In consultation with the 
Commission. 

14. Power to make temporary appointments against substantive vacancies. — A 

substantive vacancy may he filled temporarily in accordance with the provisions 
governing appointments to temporary vacancies In the relevant Grade, untill it 
is filled in accordance with the provisions governing permanent appointments. 

15. Probation. — (1) Every direct recruit to Grade II of the Service shall 
initially be appointed on probation, the period of probation being two years frotn 
the dote of appointment. 

(2) Every person other than a direct recruit shall, when first appointed to 
Selection Grade or Grade I, as the case may be, be on probation for a period of 
two years from the date of such appointment. 

(3) The period of probation specified in sub-rules (1) and (2) may, If the 
appointment authority deems fit, be extended or curtailed In any case. 

(4) During probation, a member of the Service may be required to undergo 
such training and to pass such tests as the Government may ,from time to time, 
prescribe. 

16. Confirmation or continuance of officers on probation. — When a member of 
the Service appointed to a Grade on probation has passed the tests, if any pres- 
cribed, and has completed his probation to the satisfaction of the appointing 
authority, he shall be eligible to be substantively appointed or continued In that 
Grade, as the case may be, in accordance with the provisions of rule 12 or rule 13. 

17. Dlscbarge or reversion of officers on nrobatlon. — (1) An officer appointed 
to Grade II of the Service who has no lien on any post under the Government or 
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any State Government shall while on probation, be liable to be discharged from 
the Service at any time without notice, if — 

(i) on the basis of his performance or conduct during probation, he is con- 

sidered unfit for further retention in the Service; or 

(ii) on the receipt of any information relating to his nationality, age, health 

or antecedents, the appointing authority Is satisfied that he Is ineligi- 
ble or otherwise unfit for being a member of the Service. 

(2) An officer appointed to Grade II of the Service who holds a lien on a post 
under the Government or any State Government may, while on probation, be 
reverted to such post at any time In any of the circumstances specified in sub- 
rule (1). 

(3) An officer appointed to Grade II of the Service who is not considered 
suitable for confirmation or continuance In the Grade during or at the end of 
the period or probation specified in sub-rule (1) of rule 15 or the extended period 
of probation. If any, under sub-rule (3) of that rule, shall be discharged or reverted 
In accordance with sub-rule (1) or sub-rule (2), as the case may be. 

(4) A member of the Service on probation In Selection Grade or Grade I who 
Is not considered suitable for continuance in that Grade during or at the end 
of the period of probation specified In sub-rule (2) of rule 15 or the extended 
period. If any, under sub-rule (3) of that rule, shall be reverted to the next lower 
Grade. 

18. Seniority. — (1) The relative seniority of officers appointed to any Grade 
before the appointed day shall be regulated by their relative seniority as deter- 
mined before that day: 

Provided that. If the seniority of any such officer had not been seclfically 
determined before that day, It shall be as determined by the Govern- 
ment. 

(2) All permanent officers included In the initial constitution of a Grade under 
rule 9 shall rank senior to all persons substantively appointed to that Grade with 
effect from any date after the appointed day. and all temporary officers included 
In the Initial constitution of a Grade under that rule shall rank senior to all 
temporary officers appointed to that Grade after that day, 

(3) The .seniority inter se of permanent officers Included In the initial consti- 
tution of a Grade shall be regulated In the order in which they are so appointed. 

(4) The seniority inter se of temporary officers included in the initial constitution 
of a Grade shall be regulated In the order in which they are so appointed. 

(5) Except as provided in sub-rule (6), the seniority of persons appointed to 
Selection Grade, Grade I and Grade II of the Service from a date subsequent lo 
the appointed day shall be determined in the following manner, namely: — 

I— SELECTION GRADE AND GRADE I 

(1) Permanent Officers — The seniority inter se of officer.s substantively 

appointed to the Grade shall be regulated by the order in which they 
are so appointed to the Grade. 

(11) Temporary Officers — The .seniority inter se of temporary officers appoint- 
ed to the Grade shall be regulated by the order in which they are 
approved for long-term appointment to the Grade. 

II— GRADE II 

(1) Permanent Officers — The seniority inter se of officers substantively 

appointed to the Grade shall be regulated by the order In which they 
are .so appointed to the Grade. 

(li) Temporary OfJi cers— The seniority inter se of temporary officers appoint- 
ed to the Grade shall be regulated In the order of merit in which 
they are placed at the competitive examination on the results of which 
they are recruited, the recruits of an earlier examination being ranked 
senior to those of a later examination: 

Provided that the seniority of persons recruited through the competitive 
examinations held by the Commis.slon In whoso cases offers of 
appointment are revived after being cancelled, shall be such as 
may be determined by the Government In consultation with the 
Commission, 
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(6) All officers substantively appointed to a Grade shall rank senior to those 
holding temporary or officiating appointments in that Grade. 

19. Scales of pay. — The scales of pay attached to Selection Grade, Grade I and 
Grade II of the Service shall be as follows: — 

(I) Selection Grade— Rs. 350—25 — 500— 30— 590— EB— 30— 800. 

Note. — ^(i) An officer of Grade I of the Service promoted to the Selection 
Grade shall bO' allowed a minimum Initial pay of Rs. 600 in this scale. 

(11) An officer of Grade I of the Service promoted to Selection Grade before 
putting in six years of approved service in Grade I would have to 
complete six years of service In Grade I, and Selection Grade, before 
he Is allowed to draw his next Increment in the above scale but he 
will be allowed to draw the presumtive pay in the lower post, if that 
Is more beneficial to him. 

(2) Grade I— Rs. 350— 25— 650— EB— 30— 740. 

Note.— An officer of Grade II of the Service promoted to Grade I of the Service 
shall be allowed a minimum Initial pay of Rs. 400 in this scale, 

(3) Grade II— Rs. 210— 10— 270— 15— 300— EB— 15— 450— EB— 20— 630. 

20. Regulation of pay. — (1) The pay and increments of officers of Selection 
Grade, Grade I and Grade II shall be regulated in accordance with the Civil 
Service Regulations or other similar rules relating to pay for the time belne in 
-force. 

(2) The pay of an officer appointed to a Grade on probation may, on his com- 
pleting each year of probation to the sati.sfaction of the appointing authority and 
passing the tests, if any prescribed, be raised by one stage in the time scale, 

21. Regulations. — ^The Government may make regulations, not inconsistent with 
these rules, to provide for all matters for which provision Is necessary or expe- 
dient lor the purpose of giving effect to these rules. 

22. Residuary matters. — In regard to matters not speelftcally covered by these 
rules or by regulations or orders made or is.sued thereunder, the members of the 
Service shall b^e governed by the rules, regulations and orders applicable to the 
Central Civil Services in general. 

23. Power to relax. — Where the Government Is of the opinion that it Is neces- 
sary or expedient so to do, it may, for reasons to be recorded In writing, and in 
consultation with the Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules with 
respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

24. Interpretation. — If any question arises relating to the interpretation of 
these rules or the regulations or orders made or issued thereunder, the same shall 
be decided by the Government. 

25. Repeal and Savings.— The Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ 
Service Rules, 1968 published with the notification of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 120 dated the 1st April, 1968. and all regula- 
tions made thereunder are hereby repealed; 

Provided that any order made or action taken under the rules so repealed shall 
be dkemed to have been made or taken under the corresponding provision of these 
rules: 

26. Overriding effect of the rules. — Any rules or orders In force immediately 
before the appointed day shall not apply to the extent they are Inconsistent with 
or repugnant to these rules.

It has become necessary to give retrospective e ffect to the above Rule.s 
Tor the following reasons. 

The Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service was constituted with 
effect from 1st March, 1968 on the lines of the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service vide the AFHQ Stenographers’ Service Buies, 1968, which were forniulated 
rnutatis mutandis on the lines of the Central Secretariat Eitenographers Service 
Rules, 1962, With effect from 1st August 1969, the Central Secretariat Steno- 
graphers’ Service has been reorganised vide the Central Secretariat Stenographers 
’.Service Rules, 1969, which superseded the Central Secretariat Stenographers 
Service Rules, 1962. Consequently Government orders authorising the reorga- 
nisation of the AFHQ Stenographers’ Service on the pattern pf the reorganised 
Central Secretariat Stenographers Service were issued mde Ministry of Defence 
letter No. 973]3/CAO/DPC/490/S/D(Est. 1)/ Gp. U, dated 2nd July. 19.0. 

On the analogy of the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service Rules, 1969 
and In pursuance of the orders contained in the Ministry of I^fence letter dated 
2nd July, 1970, retrospective effect is necessary to the AFHQ Stenographers Ser- 
vice Rules, 19’(0, which supersede the AFHQ Stenographers, Service Rule.s, 1968.
